- Columbus, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)— 
The count of Saturday's election showed 
an overwhelming victory for the citizen’s 
conservative ticket, which was headed by 
ex-Mayor Cliff B. Grimes for mayor, and 
a complete waterloo for the proposed is- 
suance of waterworks bonds, 

To those familiar with municipal politics 
in this city there were no surprises, ex- 
cept, possibly, the bg majorities received 
by the winning side. 

Saturday's election was a great deal 
more than the selection of a mayor and 
board of aiuermen. The result shows an

Rome, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)—The 
funeral of Captain M. A. Nevin occurred 
this afternoon at 2.o’clock from the First 
Methodist church, of which he had long 
been such a consistent and useful member. 


friends of the deceased, members of the 
order of Odd Fellows, Knights of Honor 
and Royal Arcanum, the city council and 
the trustees, teachers and pupils of the 
public schools, which were suspended out 
of respect to his memory. 

The pastors of the different churches 
joined in paying the last sad tribute to 
the good man who had done so much 
for the good of the community and whose 
life had contributed so much to the bright- 
ening of the sphere in which he lived. 

The floral tributes were many and touch- 
ingly beautiful, and after the remains were 
laid in their last resting place in beauti- 
ful Myrtle Hill cemetery the tomb was 
wreathed in odorous blossoms. 

Many messages of regret and condolence 
have been received by the afflicted family, 
to whom the deepest sympathies of the 
community gv.out, and all share in the 
common loss 01 a good man passed to his 
reward. 

Captain Nevin had recently been elected 
grand dictator of the Knights of Honor, 
but had not been installed, and his death 
leaves this position of high honor and re- 
sponsibility vacant. 

Another Sudden Death. 

The funeral of Mrs. Margaret S. Morris, 
a lady held in the highest esteem in the 
community, occurred this afternoon, and 
the remains were buried at Pleasant Val- 


' ley church. 


Mrs. Morris was about seventy years 
old and apparently in perfect health for 
one of her age. Saturday afternoon she 
went out in town to visit a friend, return- 
ing before tea time. Shortly after her re- 
turn she complained of feeling unwell, 
and at 9:30 o’clock she died of congestion 
of the lungs, 

Mrs. Morris was the mother of a large 
family of sons and daughters, five of her 
sons being in business in the city and 
ranking among the most substantial citi- 
zens of Rome. During the war she and 
her husbarid lived near the city, and were 
in good circumstances, her husband being 
one of the most prominent farmers of 
Floyd county. 

Although he was a strong union man 
in sentiment, he took no active part on 
either side. When Sherman came through 
he pressed into service a large amount 
of stock, horses and cattle, and took a 
large quantity of grain and hay and other 
supplies from Mr. Morris to supply his 
troops. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Morris was 
given a requisition on the federal govern- 
ment for compensation for the use of his 
property, his family has never been able 
to obtain a dollar. 

Mr. Morris died shortly after the war. 
leaving his widow with a house full of 
young children to bring up, and stripped of 
all her property. She faced the issue 
bravely and succeeded in rearing her chil- 
dren up to useful manhood and woman- 
hood, and her death ceases the career of 
a: noble and true-hearted Christian wo- 
man. 

The funeral services were largely at- 
tended by the relatives and friends of 
the good woman, to whom She was en- 
deared by the tenderest ties.

Valentine has been identified as one of 
three men who boldly robbed a country- 
man in a Decatur street saloon several 
weeks ago. One witness in the case oO! 
Harry Brown, and Brown himself, who 
was on trial in court yesterday, testified 
that Valentine was one of the robbers, 
and the latter will doubtless have to run 
the gantlet on an indictment here before 


| being returned to New York, where he Is 


wanted on two indictments. 

Yesterday Harry Brown was put on trial 
in the criminal court on a charge of lar- 
ceny from the person. He is accused of 
robbing J. M. Reeves, of Bremen, Ga. of 
a fine watch valued at $65. The robbery 
is said to have occurred in a saloon on 
October 26th last. Brown and Joe Hay- 
man were arrested for the robbery short- 
ly after it was committed and they were 
bound over for trial in the criminal court, 
their offense being a felony. 

The two had a companion: who escaped 
at the time of the arrest and who had 
never been identified until yesterday. The 
unknown man was believed to have been 
the one who got Reeves’s watch, but 
despite the efforts of the officers he could 
mot be located, Brown and Hayman de- 
clining to say who was with them. The 
third man was identified in the person of 
Valentine, who was carried from the sta- 
tion house to the courthouse for the pur- 
pase during the trial yesterday morning. 

Valentine was recognized by Witness 
Perkins, who testified against Brown, and 
also declared to be the third man Dy 
Brown himself. : Solicitors Hill and Mona- 
ghan will at once take teps to have Val- 
entine held here until the grand jury can 
investigate the case. Valentine has ex- 
pressed -a wiilingness to go back to New 
York to answer the charges against him 
there. It is said he robbed a young 
woman at one of the principal hotels in 
the metropolis in September last. 

Harry Brown’s case was concluded and 
given to the jury and a verdict reached, 
but the latter was sealed and will not be 
opened until court meets this morning. 
The jury retired at the hour of adjourn- 
ment and failing to reach a verdict 
quickly Judge Clark allowed them to seal 
the verdict and disperse for the day. Hay- 
man is out on bond and failed to appear 
yesterday His bond was forfeited.

Chairman Reagan Replies to Turner. 

McDonough, Ga., December 14.—Editor 
Constitution: I notice in Friday’s Consti- 
tution an interview with Judge Turner, 
the principal keepe. of the penitentiary, 
in reference to the repu. 3 of the legisla- 
tive committees on the condition of the 
convicts and convict camps that, I feel, 
demands a reply from’ me as chairman of 
the house committee on penitentiary. With 
the senate report I have nothing to do, 
but as regards the report of the house com- 
mittee I take issue with the principal 
keeper. The report was carefully made 
up from the reports of the subcommittee, 
who visited the different camps. Judge 
Turner complains that the reports criti- 
cised the penitentiary officials too harshly. 
If he will carefully read the house report 
he will not find any criticism of the offi- 
cials whatever. After stating the condi- 
tion of the camps and convicts the report 
does condemn the conduct of the lessees, 
and also condemns the lease system, but 
nothing is said about the conduct of the 
penitentiary officials. The principal keeper 
himself has made a report of the condition 
of the convicts and camps. I will com- 
pare this report made while he was in 
good humor with his statements published 
in The Constitution, evidently made while 
he was excited and angry, and will also 
use his report to corroborate the state- 
ments made in the house report. Judge 
Turner says in his interview that “It is 
untrue that the buildings at Echo and 
Maxwell are on the ground, and in a ma- 
larial section of the country;’’ while in his 
repart there is a statement that there are 
about eighty men in this camp and during 
the year thirty-nine (nearly one-half) were 
admitted to the hospital, and in addition 
to this the principal physiclan’s report, 
which accompanies the principal keeper’s, 
after speaking of the death rate, says: 
“This seems to be a fine showing con- 
sidering the fact that a large number of 
these .prisoners have been confined in 
localities where malaria abounds in large 
quantities.”” And further on the same re- 
port says: 

“I feel it my duty to state here that 
there are several camps situated in south 
Georgia surrounded with circumstances 
such as render it impossible to have healthy 
camps.” 

‘ith these statements I leave the public 
to decide from the report of the subodms 
mittee, who saw the buildings, what there 
condition is and to decide from the reports 
of the principal keeper and physician 
whether or not the camp is ina “ rial 
section of the. country.’’ The house re- 
port says that the buildings at many of 
the camps are insufficient and in a very 
bad condition, and that the convicts are 
poorly fed and clothed. Again, I refer to 
the report of the principal keeper to sub- 
stantiate these charges. In his report is a 
a table showing the sanitary condition, as 
well as the condition of the convicts, 
and in this table’ the following 
statements occur. 

At Chattahoochee the condition of the 
barracks and hospital is “moderate” and 
the condition of the camp “only medium.” 

At Heardmont there is no barracks, no 
hospital, the sanitary condition of the 
camp is “poor,” the diet ‘“‘medium” and the 
clothing ‘‘short.”’ 

At Smithsonia the barracks is “poor,” the 
hospital “‘poor,” sanitary condition of the 
camp is “‘poor’’ and the clothing “short.” 

At Adrian the condition of the barracks 
is “‘medium,” hospital ‘“poor,’’ sanitary 
condition of the camp “poor,” and the 
clothing ‘“‘short.” 

At Magnolia the barracks, hospital and 
Sanitary condition of the camp are all 
**poor.”’ : 

At Worth No. 2 and 3 the barracks, hos- 
pital, sanitary condition of the camp, diet. 
clothing and general condition of the con- 
victs are all “poor.’’ and at Toledo Smith 
the condition of barracks, hospital and san- 
itary conditions of the camp are all 
**poor.” 

In view of this evidence I leave the public 
to say whether the house report misrs 
gents the cofidition of the 


tracts shall require the humane treatment 
of the convicts, that the convicts shall not 
be hired to others by the lessees, that the 
governor shall require the lessees, at their 
own expense, to erect, under the direction 
of the governor and principal keeper, suita- 
ble, convenient, safe, healthy and commo- 
dious prisons, barracks, hospitals. 
guard houses and all other dwell- 
ings necessary for the safe keep- 
ing and comfort of the convicts, that 
there shall be such’ regulations, restric- 
tions and arrangements made by the gov- 
ernor and the lessees, to be enforced by the 
governor, as will associate only persons 
convicted of crimes of moral turpitude, 
which shall regard the sexes, age of con- 
victs and ability to labor, and provides 
‘that the principal keeper shall report 
any violations of the law, or of these reg- 
ulations, to the governor, and that he can 
punish the lessees for the same. I think 
if the learned principal keeper will care- 
fully study the lease acts he will come to 
the conclusion that the authority of the 
department is not so limited after all, 
and that all these abuses can be corrected 
by a strict enforcement of the law. The 
committee acted conscientiouslgpin the dis- 
charge of official duty, and am sorry 
that the principal Keeper saw proper to 
impugn their motives in his interview. I 
am satisfied that he acted under the influ- 
ence of excitement or anger and was not 
his own genial self, else he would not 
have ascribed such unworthy motives to 
gentlemen, some of whom, while striving 
to advance their own political interest in 
the past, had also found time to aid in ad- 
vancing his.

Colonel Goodyear’s Tribute. 

Brunswick, Ga., December  16.—Editor 
Constitution: May I have brief space in 
your columns to place a flower of affcc- 
tion upon the zrave of my friend, Captain 
Harry Jackson? A stranger in the state 
which I had adopted as my home, ncarly a 
Guarter of a century ago, a beginner in the 
practice of law, differing from him widely 
upon all the great questions of policy 
wich divided the people, an ex-oflicer in 
the federal army, at a period when the war 
was too near tv permit participants to real- 
ize, as fully as is now realized, that the 
seme impulses, the same patriotism, the 
same love of country, which made the 
young men of the south answer the call 
to arms under the confederate flag, im- 
pelled the young men of the north to take 
up arms for the union; that it was a re- 
sult of education and environment; that 
the same humcn nature which impelled 
the one course impelled the other—it was 
under these circumstances that with my 
tirst case in the supreme court I met Cap- 
tain Jackson. A warmer hand grasp, a 
mcre earnest effort to make my entry in 
this new forum pleasant was possible trom 
no man. He knew that 1 was a stranger 
in a strange city, unaccustomed to the prac- 
tice of my profession in the higher court, 
and his gentle and manly nature responded 
to the needs df the situation and to him I 
owe the introduction to many in Atlanta 
who have become among my warmest 
friends. 

As our acquaintance ripened into as I 
am proud to know a mutual friendship We 
found common ground where, ignoring 
grounds of difference, there was a bond of 
sympathy. He had enlisted as a boy in 
the confederate army, I as a boy in the 
federal army, and many talks of the old 
campaigns followed. 

He, in the strength of a glorious man- 
hood, a member of one of the oldest fami- 
lies of the state, son of one of her most 
distinguished citizens, had an ambition to 
do some great work for his native state— 
an ambition to which all other laudable 
embitions were subordinated—he felt that 
the hope of Georgia was in the development 
of her vast undeveloped resources, of her 
transportation facilities, of a vast increase 
of her tillable area and diversified indus- 
tries and products. 

Such thoughts aroused sympathetic inter- 
est of but few in those days. I had a 
passionate desire then, which has never 
left me, to deserve well of the state of my 
adoption by bearing some worthy share in 
such development. 

This was ground upon which we might 
meet without imperiling friendship, but 
where it was cemented. 

As new steps were taken in this great 
work of development of the state’s mate- 
rial resources I was not surprised, there- 
fore, to see Captain Jackson’s name fre- 
quently connected with enterprises of vari- 
ous kinds and where his earnest enthusi- 
asm and broad intelligence and undaunicd 
energy found worthy fields. 

Nor was I surprised when the sreat pro- 
ject for the development of the Okefenokee 
swamp took shape in its purchuse by a 
syndicate to find him at its ead, nor 
later and to his untimely death working 
with hand and heart and brain for its de- 
velopment. 

It is the grandest thought of a great 
and benificent development in the state’s 
history. It is too great, too full of blessing 
to the people, requires too much of time 
for its symmetrical and complete deveiop- 
ment to meet in its early stage of struggle 
with full appreciation. 

But the day will come when the people 
of the state will remember with pride, yes, 
with love and reverence, this strong man’s 
earnest, self-sacrificing work in this great 
struggle with nature, 

Of him the noblest epitaph which can 
be written is that the world is better for 
his life in it. He has not lived in vain. 
His work lives after he is dead to biess 
the people whom he loved and worked with 
and for.

Occupants of the Ill-Fated Building 
in the Mexican Village Are 
Left Penniless. 


The fire that destroyed the building in 
the Mexican village yesterday morning 
Was one of the hardest to conquer that the 
firemen have had to contend with in many 
months,

The Finding of the Body. 

The body of the unfortunate man was 
not found until 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The heat of the fire made {it impos- 
sible for any ene to enter the building, ant 
it was almost daylight before any one en- 
tered, 

Mr. Porteus, the proprietor of the vil- 
lage, was the first to go into the building 
after the fire was extinguished. At that 
time it was not positively known where 
the body of Thompson would be found, a 
Breckenridge thought the man might have 
rushed on to the roof of the building be- 
fore he fell. 

Mr. Porteus stumbled over something, He 
soked closely and saw that it was the body 
o. Thompson, burned horribly. The _ re- 
maihs were picked up and were place in 
a litter and removed to the ground. The 
linibs and face were burned almost entirely;

Orgin of the Fire. 

There are two theories as to the origin 
of the ‘ire. One theory is that the fire 
was caused by coals falling from the

origin.

“When we reached the fire the entire 
building was one mass of flames,”’ said ho

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He never reached the door, for the smoke |} 


enveloped kim and with a gurgling cry he 
ell a victim to the fury of the flames. 

The other occupants of the building had 
narrow escapes from the fire. The flames 
burst into the sleeping rooms of the build- 
ing and before the occupants were aware 
of the fire they were completely surround- 
ed with smoke and flames that cut off their 
way to the steps. It isa miracle that any 
éscaped from the pit of ‘ire, as they were 
all asleep and did not awake until the 
flames were eating their way into the 
beds of the sleepers. 

Thompson occupied a room in the center 
of the building. In the same room with 
Thompson slept Frank Breckenridge, who 
Was an ettache of the Mexican village. 
Breckenridge was awakened from his sleep 
by the rush of the flames. The fire had 
already entered the roem when the man 


realized that the building was burning. | 


He caught hold of his trunk as he leaped 
from his bed. At the same moment he 
caught Thompson by the feet and pulled 
him from the bed. Thompson, as is the 
custom of East Indians, was sleeping with 
his head covered. 

After arousing Thompson, Breckenridge 
rushed frcm the room carrying his trunk 
and calling for Thompson to follow. Thomp- 
gon ran after Breckenridge, but when the 
door of the room was regched the two 
men became separated. Bre Kenridge for- 
tunately turned to the right and reached 
a window; Thompson turned to the left 
and perished in the smoke and flames. 


A Leap for Life. 

“TI was awakened by the flames as they 
broke into my room,” said Breckenridge 
yesterday in telling of his escape. ‘‘The 
moment I opened my eyes I saw that the 
building was doomed, for no human being 
could have stopped the fire. It burst in 
with a fury that I have never seen equaled, 
and in a mcment the room was a mass of 
fire. I caught hold of Thompson and pull- 
ed him from his bed. He had his head 
covered, as he always slept, and if I had 
not reached him when I did, he would 
have been burned to death in the bed. 


Lost in the Smoke. 

“Thompson and myself rushed down the 
hallway together, both of us dragging our 
trunks which we grabbed as we got out of 
bed. As we passed the room I looked back, 
and from the glare of the fire saw that a 
volume of smoke was rolling along be- 
hind us like the wind. I saw that if the 
smoke reached us we could not escape, so 
I dropped my trunk and made a leap 
into the dark room and called Thompson 
to run for his life. The man was wild, 
and when he heard me he gave one bound 
that carried him past me. I cried out for 
him to turn to the right and try to find a 
window. It was just as dark as night In 
front of us, but the fire made the front end 
of the room as bright as day. Thompson 
gave one piercing scream, ‘‘What must lL 
o?” That was the last I heard of him. 
e staggered to the left and missed the 
window, while I turned to the right, and, 
luck would have it, located the window 
thy feeling for the glass. Had I failed to 
have reached the window the first time I 
“would have suffocated, as the moment 1 
of umped from the burning building the 
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such fury that it made it unusually hard 
to fight. The heat was intense and it was 
with the greatest difficulty that we could 
get near the pla:e. Just as the water was 
turned on the flames I heard a terrific ex- 
plosion, which sounded as if a can of oil 
had exploded. A large barrel of oil was 
in the building and when I first saw it the 
flames had almost eaten through the bar- 
rel. A stream of water was kept on the 
barrel and the explosion was prevented 
by hard work.’’ 


The Loss Is Very Heavy. 

The loss fron the fire is exceedingly 
heavy and several of the employes of, the 
Mexican village lost everything on earth 
they possessed. 

Pandora, whose work is very valuable, 
occupied a booth which was located in the 
burned district. He was a moulder and 
had been working since the opening of the 
exposition on busts which were almost 
ccmplete when the fire occurred. In the 
booth was a bust of President Collier, Gov- 
ernor Atkinson and Henry W., Grady, 
which were saved. All the others were lost, 
amounting in value to several thousand dol- 
lars. 

Nearly all the occupants of the burned 
building lost all they had. Many of the 
Mexicans possessed valuable and rare jew- 
elry, all of which was lost. 

The Mexicans had placed all their money 
in their trunks, which was lost as well 
as their clothing. Most of those who slept 
in the building escaped with nothing but 
their night robes and are in a pitiable con- 
dition. 

The Lawson Catering Company had an in- 
surance of $2,500 on its stock, but the loss 
will, it is estimated, amcunt to $10,000. In 
the building was a very handsome piano, a 
bicycle and several typewriters, as well as 
a number of handsome musical instruments 
and many very costly costumes and ward- 
Nothing vas saved from the build- 
ing. Mr. Lawson had $1,000 in currency 
and silver in the building, and Mrs. Jane 
Bohan lost jewelry valued at $1,000. 

A Benefit for the Sufferers. 

The sufferers from the fire are in a pitia- 
ble; condition. They have lost all of their 
clothing and money and some of them 
are many miles from home and friends. 

The proprietors of the Mexican village 
have determined to give a benefit for the 
sufferers. Colonel Bowman, who has been 
connected with the village company, was 
just preparing to take the road with his 
circus, but will remain over and will give 
several performances for the benefit of the 
sufferers. Mr. Flood, manager of the typl- 
cal theater in the village, will also give a 
benefit. A general benefit by the conces- 
sionaires of the exposition has been asked 
for by the village proprietor,,and many 
will respond. 

Thompson Was a Christian. 

Thompson was a member of the Church 
of England, and was a highly educated 
man. He was born in Ceylon, three miles 
west of Colombo, and was thirty-five years 
of age. He was a sailor and sea cook 
for several years and learned to speak 
several languages while on the ocean. 

Mr. J. D. Caldon, of 12 Wall street, had 
known Thompson for some time. 

“He was an unusually intelligent East 
Indian,’’ he said last night. “I thought 
a great deal of him and had received much 
useful information from him. He was 
converted sixt years ago and joined 
the Church of England. He was quite 
prominently connected at his home in 
Ceylon,”’

George Kirke, who was brought to At- 
lanta from Brooklyfi, N. Y., Sunday, where 
he has been serving a sentence for violat- 
ing the revenue laws, was taken to 
Chickamauga last night, where he will 
begin a life time term in the penitentiary 
in Walker county. He was convicted of 
murder and sent up for life over twelve 
years ago, but escaped after serving about 
two years of his time. 

Kirke was convicted of murdering 4 
negro man near Cedartown, Ga. After 
escaping from the penitentiary he went 
to Alabama and lived amoéng the moun- 
tains of that state unmolested for about 
ten years. While there he was arrested 
for moonshining and convicted to a term 
in the Brooklyn penitentiary. His term 
expired a few days ago.

THE WELL-KNOWN ATLANTIAN 
CALLED TO HIS REST. 


He Served Quite Awhile as a Member 
of Council and Was a Useful 
Citizen. 


At 11 o’clock yesterday morning another 
of Atlanta’s well-known and prominent 
citizens, Mr. Jesse P. Kinyon, was called 


from this life. 

The death of Mr. Kinyon cut short the 
life of an active business man and a man 
who, while serving the city several years 
ago in the general council, showed that he 
was a friend of his town and its people. 

Death came to Mr. Kinyon in his thir- 
ty-ninth year. Not two years ago his 
young wife died and he was left alone, 
save for his brothers and father, his 
mother having died two or three years 
previous to the death of his wife. 

Mr. Kinyon was in the years of 1890 and 
1891 a member of the city council from 
the first ward. His father, Mr. William 
Kinyon, served two years a few years 
earlier than his son from the same ward. 

Mr. Kinyon was at the time of his déath 
and had been for twenty years past chief 
bookkeeper of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad at the office of the master me- 
ehanic here. He took up this position in 
i874 and held it faithfully until about a 
week agoy when he found it necessary to 
quit his work. He had been declining in 
health for several weeks. The disease was 
a kidney trouble and gradually it bore 
him down. A week ago he took to bed, 
but death coming so soon was unexpected. 

Mr. Kinyon was married about twelve 
years ago to a Miss Baber, a young lady 
of a prominent family in Cobb county. 
She died two years ago leaving no chil- 
dren. Since the death of his wife Mr. 
Kinyon had lived with his father at 222

MAKES HIS BEST BOW | SAY THE LASH IS 


Sensational Statements Concerning the 
Florence Crittenton Home. 


PRESENTED BEFORE COUNCIL 


A Statement in the Hands of Chair- 
man Mayson, of the Relief Com- 
mittee—Outline of the Story. 


. 


The Florence Crittenton home, that house 
of refuge for fallen, heart-broken women, 
is now under investigation by the relief 
committee of the general council. 

During the regular session of the general 
council yesterday afternoon, the last regu- 
lar session of the body this year, Mr. May- 
son, chairman of the relief committee, pre- 
sented a resolution reciting that the Crit- 
tenton home was not only not doing the 
work delegated to that institution, but that 
in its management it was cruel and severe. 
So severe and harsh was the management 
pictured that not a member of the general 
council who heard the paper could find it 


possible to criticise the three or four out-, 


cast, spurned and homeless girls, as they 
are, who had left the place without saying 
goodby—provided, of course, the declara- 
tion upon which the matter was brought 
before the general council is correct. 

The presentation of the story, a story 
which promises sensational developments of 
the richest sort, was in the shape of a 
resolution by Mr. Mayson, asking for the 
appointment of a special committee of three 
to investigate the Crittenton home. 

‘T have with me,” said he, “papers enough 
to prove to any impartial man that the 
Crittenton home jis not being handled as it 
should be under the conditions and circum- 
stances giving it the life and growth it 
has.”’ 

Mr. Mayson’s Paper. 

As Mr. Mayson spoke he held in his hand 
a batch of papers which will be used when 
the investigation comes on by the relief 
committee, as the council voted to refer the 
matter to that committee rather than the 
special committee suggested by Mr. May- 
son. 

The papers were the stenographic state- 
ments of women who have been in the 
Crittenton home, but who are now living 
in town and are trying to care for them- 
selves. Both papers come voluntarily and 
both have a sensational and somewhat 
romantic story. One of the women is sit- 
uated in a sparsely but neatly fitted up 
pair of rooms on Marietta street, near the 
Atlanta cotton factory, and is the grand- 
daughter of a gentleman vunce prominent 
in Atlanta law, Atlanta finances and At- 
lanta politics. Her grandfather was pretty 
well known throughout the south. 

Will Present Her Story. 

From ‘the girl, who is now the mother of 
a very young and delicate child, Mr. May- 
son has a paper which he will present to 
the committee when it meets. The deposi- 
tion of the young woman, made up of a 
series of inquiries and to each question an 
answer, has been recorded. The gist of 
the paper is in the answers of the girl to 
the questions propounded, 

It recounts the bill of fare upon which 
the inmates of the home subsist and de- 
clares that it is execrable. It gives baked 
beans and cornbread, with no butter, as the 
principal features of the bill of fare for 
each of the meals, and occasionally a loaf 
of white bread, the paper reads, is furnish- 
ed the inmates. 

The answers to the queries declared that 
the inmates were not only hard worked; 
that they did the work of men, but that 
they were frequently whipped be- 
cause they could -not execute the tasks 
set aside for them. 

As to the Whipping. 

‘The paragraph making the answer to 
the question as to the whipping was start- 
ling and interesting. In it the witness 
averred that the whippings were not only 
frequent, but that in every instance the 
lash was applied so severely that marks 
even remained on the backs of the unfort- 
unate inmates. 

The name of the woman—although that 
name has been abused by her conduct— 
will carry more or less weight with it 
when the committee opens its investiga- 
tion and hears from her. 

A paper carrying almost the same infor- 
mation from a woman well known in the 
city is in the hands of the chairman and 
will be presented to the committee. Some 
of the statements made in the paper by 
the second woman are even more startling 
than those made by the girl first cited. 
When seen last night she remarked, in re- 
ply to a question: 

Close of the Story. 

“T have said all I have to say in the 
questions I have answered. Councilman 
Mayson has that paper, and it can tell 
everything that I could tell you. In fact, 
that paper is about all I know.” 

“But did they use the lash on you?” 

“How’s that?” And there was an air 
indicating that the woman was mystified 
at the question. 

“Did they whip you?’ 

A smile—one that could not be analyzed 
—appeared on the woman’s face: but as 
she answered the question it disappeared. 
A moment of silence there was, and then 
she replied: 

“My written answer to that question is 
now with Mr. Mayson and tells all I care 
to say about the matter.

This exposition will therefore be under the 
direct ex-officio supervision of the gov- 
ernment, which is an evidence of the im- 
portance of its scope and the very close re- 
lations and protection it will have from the 
senate and congress. It will be a most im- 
portant event, as it Is designed thereby to 
determine the amount of interest there is 
in this country to promote these relations, 
ani thus to estimate the probable success 
of a larger exposition later in the year. 
With this end in view the government has 
granted the Sociedad de Concursos en Coy- 
oacan the following franchises: 

Transpcrtation of all exhibits, of what: 
ever size, free from any port on the border 
or coast to the City of Mexico and return. 
Goods are permitted to enter in bond, cus- 
tom house brokerage being thereby avoided. 
The space desired for exhibits will be 
charged for at 661-3 cents per square foot. 
The installation of the exhibit will of course 
be at the expense and according to the de- 
signs of the exhibitor. The diplomas and 
medals awarded will be delivered free of 
charge to the recipients, consequently the 
only expense that the exhibitor will incur 
after his goods have crossed the border 
will be for floor space. 

It has been deemed best to limit the 
character of the goods exhibited at this 
expositidn to machinery of all descriptions, 
agricultural implements and agricultural 
products, whether raw or manufactured. It 
is also intended for the benefit of the ex- 
hibitors of this exposition that only one 
firm in each particular line be accepted. 

Should an exhibitor desire to leave his 
goods contained in his exhibit in Mexico 
until the opening of the larger exposition in 
December it could in all probability be 
done with little or no extra expense, re- 
serving at the same time the privilege of 
free return transportation. 

It is by no means necessary to understand 
Spanish in dealing with the leading mer- 
chants and business men of Mexico, but 
there will constantly be at hand a corps of 
competent interpreters. All of the Mexican 
managers of the exposition understand 
English and no one need fear any incon- 
venience on account of a strange tongue. 

Those who have exhibits at the Atlanta 
exposition may avoid expense and tfouble 
by having bills of lading made out direct 
to the City of Mexico as per shipping 
instructions, which I will give. The freight 
should be prepaid to the border, and the bill 
of lading handed me by January 10th. I will 
then assume charge of the shipments, see- 
ing that they are carefully handled and 
delivered at the exposition grounds in the 
City of Mexico. All who intend availing 
themselves of this opportunity should have 
their applications for space in my hands 
by January Ist.

Between Us and South America. 


STRONG SPEECHES WERE MADE 


Foreign Representatives Put the Case 
2 ' in a Strong Light. 


A GREAT FIELD: FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Commissioners Foster, Mangel and 
Villafranca Offer Some Practi- 
cal Suggestions. 


When the exposition was being advertised 
end talked of by the newspapers all over 
the country during the first six of eight 
months of the year it was heralded abroad 
that one of its objects and purposes, among 
the chief, would be to bring the two Amer- 
icas cf.this hemisphere, the northern ana 
southern continents, closer together in their 
relations of trade and commerce. 

Yesterday at a meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce in this city, a meeting cailed 
by President Woodson, tme first preliminary 
gicps were taken to carry this out. 

At the meeting were a number of com- 
missioners to the exposition from Central 
and South American countries which, judg- 
ime from their representattives who spoke 
yesterday, are anxious to exchange their 
commerce and trade with a people and a 
country om the samme side of the world 
with them. . 

The southerners spoke of the commerce 
of their countries on the other side of the 
eqvatcr, of their trade with -England, of 
the good facilities for trade with the Unit- 
ed States, of the Monroe doctrine and of 
their plans to open up a more extensive 
trade with the United States. ) 

Certainly if the United States is as en- 
thusiastic as the people who represent Cen- 
‘tral and South America these two coun- 
tries can trade with each otner. 

The meeting was called to order at nooa 
by President Stewart W oodson, of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce. President 
Woodson stated in @& few words the purpose 
for which-they had met. He said that 
they had met to hear from representatives 
of the countries of . Central and South 
America with an ultimate view of opening 
up a trade with these countries. After say- 
ing a few words President W ooalson called 
upon Teodoro H. Mangel, counmissioner 


rom Costa Rica, to address the meeting. 
: Mr. Mangel thanked the president and 


‘pecretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
for the suppert of the idea which he and 
Mr. Vilafranca had suggested, and with 
a few other preliminaries the Costa HKica 
commissioners proceeded to give the meet- 


-4ng a few ideas about their grand.and rich 


republic. i 
“Costa Rica can be reached,” suid Mr. 


‘Mangel, “from New York in eight days, 
from New Orleans in four and a halt 
days, and with better fitted steamers 
the trip could be made in three and one- 
half days. At present we have Steamers 
leaving this country for Costa Rica three 
times a week. A railroad line 14 mules 
long unites the port of Limon, on the At- 
lantic, with the central cities of the re 
‘public, and thence with a cart road sixty 
miles long with the port of Puntarenas, 
on the Pacific. The principal products of 
Costa Rica which they export are bananas 
and coffee. Three steamers loaded with 
bananas are sent every week to New York 
and New Omneans.” ; 

Mr. Mangel said their banana trade with 


“ithe United States was quite satisfactory, 


but it was not so with the coffee trade. He 
said that out of more than 300,000 bags of 
coffee produced and exported, only 40,000 
bags are sent to the United States, and 
.the rest goes to Europe, He said if te 
‘Nicaraguan canal should be opened there 
| woulg be in Costa Rica 15,000 square miles 
jof land in the best condition to cultivate 
jand the products could be exported 
through that canal. 


Mr. Mangel’s Suggestions. 


Mr. Mangel concluded with these words 


‘and suggetions: 

“As far as the coffee business with 
Costa Rica is concerned, 1 am ready and 
willing to prove to you with undeniable 
‘facts that there is no better business in 
the world than that one, and if from thbis 
meeting sonre new plans could spring up 
‘for practicable, good results to increase 
‘trade between these countries, I shall al- 
Ways consider that my efforts at this ex- 
-poition have not been lost. 

“I believe it would be expedient to form

Mr. Villa- 
franca is another commfssioner from Costa 
Rica. He is one of the fgremost men of his 
country. He is an ex-consul general from 
Costa Rica to California; fie was secretary 
to the. delegation of Honduras to the pan- 
American congress held at Washington in 
1889-90; is subdirector general of the na- 
ional bureau of statistics at Costa Rica; is 
a@ delegate sent by his country to study 
the system of public instruction in this 


country. 
Mr. Villafranca’s speech was 4n able and 


interesting one. A synopsis of the speech 


follows: 

Senor Villafranca said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—With the 
valuable’ aid of the directors of this im- 

ortant chamber of commerce and with 

eir kind permission we have taken the 
liberty of requesting your presence at a 
“meeting that took place last Tuesday. We 

ere then ready to express our views in 
regard to the possibility and convenience 
of increasing the trade between this coun- 
try and the republics of Mexico, Central 
and th America, but fortunately enough 
our’. d friend and honorable conrmis- 
-pioner ef Mexico, Mr. Gregorio E. Gon- 


gales, was then present and suggested an 


idea, and an excellent one indeed. He 
Pp , and we accepted readily and 
ly, the postponement of any discus- 
sion With the view of obtaining the co- 
eperation of other commissioners of the 
countries represented at the exposition. 

“The Pan-American congress, to which 
I had the honor of belonging, grew up to 
be a large tree, but the frosts of indirfer- 
entism suddenly stopped its growth, leav- 
ing in a, healthy condition only the roots 
ef it. Today those roots; under a south- 
@rn sun, seem to begin giving new sprouts, 
and it is to be hoped that they will grow 
up again into a large and healthy tree, 
britiging forth abundant crops of friendly 
ties and good commercial relations. 

“Yes, gentiemen, we have come to the 
capital of the state of Georgia, called by 
an incorporation supported by govern- 
mental aid, and are now assembled here 
to treat of such matters as might be taken 
nto consideration by this city and then 
y this state and finally by all the states 
of this union—in other words, we are 
sjarting & pan-American movement,- which 
could better be called a ‘Monroe doctrine’

“I suppose you are aware of the fact 
that Costa Rica, Venezuela, Mexico and 
most of those southern countries have 
large territories almost wholly unknown, 
as their population is comparatively small; 
therefore, these virgin lands of. untold 
vegetable and mine wealth remain there 
awaiting the tide of im tion to 
cxpaoited ‘and to turn them into the prac- 
they have been destined

these new countries are neither numér- 
ous nor wealthy and keeping pace with 
the naturally slow progress of their respec- 
tive nations, have devoted their time and 
energy to the only thing they know, or to 
what their limited fortunes will permit; 
hence they are found engaged’ almost en- 
vey in mercantile or agricultural pur- 
suits. 

“There are no new methods for planting; 
there are no new agricultural implenfents; 
there is no improved machinery; there are 
no time-saving cogtrivances, etc. Every- 
thing is done with difficulty, expense and 
waste of time and money. There are no 
agricultural schools or journals, no ex- 
perimental stations, and finally none of 
the. facilities which, added to the yankee 
ingenuity and thrift, have made of this 
naturally poor country a most remarkable 


nation, 
Europe Gets the Bulk. 


“The great bulk of trade in those Cen- 
tral American and perhaps some South 
American countries is carried on with Eu- 
rofe, and particularly with England, who 
furnish them with cotton, woolen and silk 
fabrics, the general wearing apparel, house- 
hold and fancy goods, whatever machinery 
is needed and the few agricultural imple- 
ments they use. In exchange Europe 
takes in payment their natural products, 

as coffee, cocoa, bananas, indigo, 
lumber, sarsaparilla, vanilla, 
caoutchouc, etc. 

“But what you need to know is what 
keeps you in a constant state of wonder- 
ment, and that is the system adopted 
the European merchants and mahnufactur- 
ers to obtain so large a portion of the 
Spanish-American trade when the Ameri- 
cans, being so near and having such stu- 
pendous facilities and the most improved 
machinery to produce cheaply, etc., can 
Only get a small portion of it. 


Europe’s Strong Points. 


“First of all the European merchants 
contenting themselves with a reasonable 
profit can afford to sell their products at 
jower prices tnan those offered by the 
American manufacturers. 

“Secondly, they manufacture their va- 
rious articles in the manner required ‘by 
the consumer and not as it would suit 


; 
the foreman or owner of the factory, nor 


in accordance with the local demands. To 


compel a Central or South American nrer- 


chant to accept the heavy overcoats worn 
in Scotland or Russia is just as ridiculous 
as to send to China the large foot-gear 
of the English ladies, insisting that it 
must do for the tiny feet of the Chinese 
damsels; and tnis is about what happens 
‘with the orders sent Wy the Spanish Amer- 
ican merchants to the North American 
manufacturers. 

“The third consideration consists in the 
time given for the settlement of the bills. 
In Europe it is customary to allow six 
months’ time, and not unfre uently nine 
and even twelve; while in the United States 
sixty or ninety days is considered as the 
outside limit. 


Other Reasons Given. 


“‘Fourth—The rates of interest, conrmis- 
sions and insurance are lower in Europe 
than in the United States. 

“Fifth—Credits are larger and more lib- 
erally granted. 

“Sixth—The manner of packing the goods 
is not only more perfect and prevents 
breakage and teakage, but it is done in 
boxes or bales of the required size to fa- 
cilitate the inland transportation of the 
goods. 

“Seventh—The shipping and consular pa- 
pers are always drawn by the European 
merchants as required by the laws of the 


country to which the goods are destined, 


while the Améficans often neglect this 
requisite, thus causing a good deal of 
trouble. 

“Eighth—Europeans, to secure the prod- 
ucts of Spanish America, open large credits, 
allowing the farmers to draw Tor the sums 
required during the whole year for the 
working of their plantations: this money 
is refunded by thé farmers with shipments 
of coffee or other products. 

And ninth, the European merchants 
send dgents there to study the needs of 
those people, to learn the manner in which 
the business is carried on. 


_ Our Products Are Superior. 


“You produce cotton and woolen fabrics 
whieh are as good or better than the ones 
made in Europe; you manufacture machin- 
ery and agricultural implements of su- 
perior quality, and you have a great many 
other things that some of..these countries 
+ aa Suspect that you are able to pro- 

e. 

“Such being the case I can safely state 
that. you are losing now the profits to be 
obtained py dealing with the southern 
countries, not only on account of the scanty 
shipments that you make, but equally as 
much from the smallness of the consign- 
ments sent from there into this country. 


He Suggests a Plan. 


“For several years I have had in view 
the idea to carry out the plan that I will 
now suggest, and for which I have already 
the promise of an efficient aid from. the 
governments of Costa Rica and Sal- 
vador, and can easily obtain it from Vene- 
zuela and Guatemala. é 

“I propose to establish free permanent 
expositions in these republics, wherein good 
samples of American manufactured articles 
of all kinds, as well as natural products, 
be shown and explained to visitors, 
giving all the required information as to 
prices, terms Sf payment, nantes of manu- 
facturers, étc. On the other hand, the 
managers of these expositions would send 
to the various chambers of commerce of 
this country that would require it samples 
of the es ange articles of thefr respec- 
tive localities; they would also keep the 
manufacturers or merchants of this coun- 
try, who should demand it, informed as to 
the tariff changes, conditions of the mar- 
ket and standing and haubrabiettne of per- 
ie Poot whom business is done or might 

e done.” 


Colonel Avery Says a Word. 

Colonel I. W. Avery, the commissioner 
appointed to visit the. South American 
countries in the interest of the exposition, 
followed Mr. Villafranca, in a short but 
interesting-speech upon the. terms the 
United States must use to secure the trade 
of the pan-American countriés. 

Colonel Avery said in part: 

“We do but one-seventh of the business 
of these countries. Of this oné-sevénth we 
sell but’ one-fourth and. buy from them 
three-fourths. It is a most discreditable 
thing for the United States that things 
should be thus. 
the countries that do eight-ninths of the 
trade of that continent. It all lies in a nut- 
shell. We have got to do the same thing 
in these countries that we do in all other 
countries. Do you know that we have not 
got a bank in those countries? We have 


~very few steamers going there. We do have 


a@ small line to Port Limon, on the coast of 
Costa Rica. We have no business houses 
there. The great majority of business is 
done by European houses, and of course 
they discriminate against us. 


Not Suited to Their Trade. 


“And then another thing: We do not 
nmieke our goods to suit those people. Neith- 
er do we pack them to suit their conven- 
lence. For instance, they want narrow 
calico, We say we will not make it for 
them;.that if they won’t take it as we 
meke it they needn’t take it at all. In 
some of those countries, for instarice Bo- 
livia, they have to carry goods fifteen miles 
over the mountains on mules and it is nec- 
essary that we should pack goods to make 
this convenient if we wish to sell to that 
country. 

“Last and most important of all, you 
must give these countries credit. Hurope 
gives them a year or two years’ eredit if 
necessary. Give them credit, give them fa- 
cilities and you will get their trade and get 
the bulk of it.” 

Colonel Avery’s speech was loudly cheer- 
ed by the South American commissioners 
present. It was evident that he struck a 
popular chord with the répresentatives of 
these countries. 

Chile’s Representative Speaks. 

The last speaker was Hon, Julio M. Fos- 
ter, of Santiago, a Chilean commissioner. 

“In order to lose no time to profit froth 
the industries that the railway will devel- 
op,’ said Mr. Foster, “I would. suggest that 
without interfering with the prosecution of 
the works through Central America and 
the isthmus of Darien, steam . 
be established from New Orleans, Mobile, 
Savannah, Charleston anf other seaports 
through the Caribbean, sea and up the river 
Magdalene and its affuent, the Canca, to 
its utmost limit of navigation. From that 
point the route is short and no obstacle 
intervenes to reaeh the high plateau of 
the Andes, near Quito, the capital of the 
republic of Beuador. 

Following that plateau through Peru 
and Bolivia it would join hands in the ex- 
treme north of the tine Republic 
with her ie 1e already com- 
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| phere, which are known to be the most

“Then North, Central and South Amer- 
ica be closély united in harmonious 
bon endship and reciprocal trade, 
and The general prosperity that would be 
practically everlasting would crown the 
efforts of our statésmen of today for 
their patriotic efforts that will convert 
our glorious America into a garden of 
Eden.” (Applause.) 

At the conclusion of Mr. Foster’s speech 
President Woodson announced that as 
there was no other business the meeting 
Was adjourned. He said that he would 
appoint the committee suggested by Mr. 
Mangel at his leisur®. 


MRS. CUTTEN’S NOBLE WORK. 


THE KINDERGARTEN IS PROVING 
TO BE A GREAT SUCCESS. 


The Sessions Are Held at the Moore 
Memorial School and Are Very 
Largely Attended. 


The free kindergarten is open, and ‘well 
under way. The many little tots who at- 
tended last year, with quite an addition to 
their former ranks, have again begun the 
work they left off a few months ago. 

Mrs. Z. Adams Cutten, of Pittsburg, who 
had charge of the beginners when the school 
was first opened, has charge of the school, 
and it was a royal welcome given her by 
her former little scholars when she opened 
the school. 

This is certainly a benevolent institution, 
and the many prominent citizens of At- 
lanta who have been looking to the support 
of the school will certainly be repaid for 
their efforts by visiting the school. Nearly 
a half hundred of little tots, whose parents’ 
scanty means will not permit them to attend 
& pay school, attend the kindergarten. - 
The school is situated in that quarter of 
the city where it will be of most service. 
Its present quarters are at the Moore Mem- 
orial church, on Luckie street, near the 
Marietta street public school. On account 
of the incessant noise around the Barclay 
mission, it was decided to change the quar- 
ters of the school, as better work can be 
done where there is nothing around to at- 
tract the attention of the little tots. Through 
the kindness of Dr. Holderby and the dea- 
céns of the church, the school has” oeen 
transferred to the Sunday school room of 
the Moore Memorial church, where Dr. 
Holderby presides. 

A number of the older scholars of the 
kindergarten of last summer are now 
pupils in the primary grades of the differ- 
ent of the city schools.

The manner in which the smallest ones 
are -taught is interesting. To them it is 
almost play. They really have a better 
time than they would at home. They are 


given every liberty that is possible to grant | 


them. The first steps in the kindergarten 


is to learn the children how they should | 


behave in school. This with the marching 
exercises and other small drills that are of 
great physical benefit to the little ones 
about constitute the first grade lessons in 
the kindergarten. 

Mrs. Cutten has had wide experience in 
handling small children, and has proved 
that she understands the mode of teaching 
beginners. She believes in objects to make 
an impression on the young mind, and her 
school is well stocked with what she needs 
to teach them, Pictures of animals, of 
birds and of many objects which the chil- 
dren are acquainted with are displayed 
around the walls, and in this manner she 
attracts their attention and teaches them at 
the same time.

DETECTIVES BUSILY AT WORK 


Albert Williamson Tried Before fhe 


Commissioner Yesterday. 


WAS REQUIRED TO GIVE A $2,000 BOND 


In Default of Bond He Was Sent te 
Jail—He Made Ten Dollar 
Gold Pieces.

The exposition has brought to Atlanta a 
large number of professional criminals, 
who have come to this city for the pur- 
pose of defrauding the ‘exposition visitors. 

Fakirs of every kind have taken advan- 
tage of the opportunity offered? by the 
crowds and have flocked to the city in 
large droves. Innocent people from the 
country have been taken in by these im- 
postors time and again, while others have 
also been duped. Counterfeiters have been 
at work for several weeks, and a lot of 
spurious money has been put into circu- 
lation, 

Yesterday morning a man by the name 
‘of Albert Williamson, from Union, 8. C., 
‘was tried before Commissioner Broyles on 
the charge of counterfeiting. Commission- 


er Fhomas B. Butler, of South Carolina, 
was present and conducted the cross-ex- 
amination. , ; 

The testimony revealed a bad case. Wil- 
liamson was not an ordinary counterfeiter. 
He scorned to waste his time on coins of a 
small denomination or to make use of 
any metal except gold. His favorite coin 
was a ten-dollar piece, and he proved him- 
self to be a genuine artist in the produc- 
tion of these coins. Williamson carried 
On a jewelry business for quite a while in 
Union, 8S. C., and no one suspected his 
criminal operations until several months 
ago, when the fact was discovered. 

He made his escape from South Caroli- 
na, and the officers, after searching the 
state for him, fimally gave up the quest. A 
few days ago he was captured in Atlanta 
by one of Captain Forsyth’s men. 

Williamson is comparatively a young 
man. He is apparently about thirty-five 
years of age, and, according to the testi- 
mony before the commissioner, is addicted 
to the opium habit.. His complexion is sal- 
low. and his general appearance is that 
of a man who has fallen a prey to the rdv- 
ages of some insidious disease. 

Several witnesses testified against. the 
prisoner. One of these was Samuel Law- 
son, of Union, S. C., who testified at 
Williamson had offered to take him into 
partnership and assured him that the bus- 
iness could be carried on with absolute 
safety. Williamson represented himself to 
be in need of money for the purchase of 
materials and proposed to the witness 
that he should come to his rescue, This 
the witness refused to do. 

The evidence was conclusive. After all 
the witnesses had been examined Commis- 
sioner Broyles rendered judgment against 
the prisoner. He fixed his bond at $2,000, 
which the prisoner was unable to give. In 
default of bond he was committed to Ful- 
ton county jail.

“The value of this information with ref- 
erence to navigation, irrigation, mining, 
waterworks, water pOwers and drainage is 
SO universally acknowledged and the de- 
mand for it so great that the work may 
very properly be considered the most im- 
portant branch of the survey. 

“Mrg F. H. Newell, of Washington, D. C., 
is chief dydrographer. The great work 
which he has done in the past few years 
has been confined mainly to the vast region 
in the west belonging to the United States 
government, and its object has been to as- 
certain the amount of water availuble for 
irrigation.

Chutes in the Courts. 

The Hale-Jackson Company, operating the 
chutes at the exposition, filed a petition 
praving for an injunction against the Cotton 
States and International exposition in court 
vesterday. The petitjoners ask the court 
to restrain the exposition company from 
violating an alleged contract and agreement 
said to have been entered into last Sep- 
tember. 

It seems that the chutes company and 
the exposition authorities have had some 
unsatisfactory dealings recently. The chutes 
company allege that the exposition com- 
pany decline to continue to furnish a certain 
amount of water necessary to operate the 
swiftly speeding ‘‘shooters,”’ claiming that 
the exposition company agreed in the con- 
pact to furnish the supply of water, which 
was done until recently. 

The petitioners allege that by the contract 
with the exposition company the latter wag 
to receive 15 per cent of the total gross 
receipts of the amusement place, which per- 
centage, it is claimed, has been promptly 
paid up to this time. The court is asked to 
enjoin the exposition company from col- 
lecting the percentage money, in view of 
the fact that its contract has not been car- 
ried out. 

The petitioners allege that the chute en- 
tertainment company has been damaged to 
the extent of over $2,000, and the court is 
petitioned to restrain the exposition com- 
pany from revoking the passes of the em- 
ployes or in any other way interfering with 
the operation of the enterprise. 

The petition was drawn and filed by 
Hines & Hale,.attorneys in the Inman 
building. The paper will be heard by Judge 
Lumpkin on the 18th. 

Smith, the Money Broker, Sues. 

John S. Smith, the esterwhile money 
broker who, it will be remembered, was 
missing from Atlanta for several weeks 
during last summer, has filed a suit for 
$10,000 damages against John -T. Moody, the 
weli-known banker. The suit was filed by 
Mr. T. R. R. Cobb yesterday morning. 

Smith alleges that Moody charzed him 
with larceny after trust and failed tbo sub- 
stantiate the charge, thereby damaging the 
character of the plaintiff in the sum named. 
The trouble grew out of the litigation be- 
tween the parties on account of Smith’s de- 
parture for other paris and his unexpected 
return to the city.

‘A VERY IMPORTANT SESSION 


Other News of the Railroad World. 
The Revival of Passenger 
| Traffic, 


Tomorrow the meeting of the executive 
committee of the Southern States Freight 
Association will begin in this city at the 
headquarters of'the association. 

The executive committee is composed of 
the presidents, the vice presidents and the 
general managers of the various railroad 
lines .that form the membership of the 
association. : 

It is to the executive committee that all 
disputed and unsettled matters of rates 
@re taken for adjustment when it is found 
difficult to get them in practical shape 
among the members of the lower committee. 

The executive committee, composed as it 
is of the highest officials of the railroads 
of the south, will bring to this city tomor- 
row many of the leading railread men of 
the section. 

Mr. Samuel-Spencer, president of the 
Southern; Mr. Milton H. Smith; president 
of the Louisville and Nashville; Mr. Er- 
win, chief counsel and vice president of the 
Plant system; Mr. T. K. Scott, general 
manager of the Georgia; Mr. E. St. John, 
vice president of the Seaboard Air-Line, and 
many more such prominent railroaders of 
the south will be in Atlanta to attend this 
meeting, which by reason of the nature of 
the work that has accumulated will prove 
one of the most important sessions that 
have been held for a long time past by the 
officials of the organized roads. 

The rate committee of the association 
held a meeting not long ago in Richmond, 
at which there were many very important 
matters taken up for discussion. 

In trying to adjust many of the questions 
of rates, however, it was found difficult to 
arrive at satisfactory results by the mem- 
bers of the rate committee, composed of the 
traffic managers and the general freight 
agents. 

These unsettled affairs will come up for 
adjustment at the meeting of the executive 
committee there tomorrow, and will give 


the presidents and general managers of the 
various properties et interest a great deal 


_to do before they adjourn. 


According to the rules of the association, 
the decision of the executive committee is 
final, if there is sufficient harmony over 
the decisions that are reached from time 
‘to time, but any member may take the 
question to the board of arbitration if he is 
dissatisfied with the agreement of the 
majority, and when the question goes to 
this body it is passed on and becomes law 
for the railroads forming the membership 
of the Southern States Freight Association. 

-In this way it is easy to see that the 
Southern States Freight Association is a 
splendidly organized body for the mutual 
direction of railroad interests in the south. 

Major Stahlman, the man who more than 
all others deserves the praise of formulating 
such a basis of work for the united roads 
of southern states, will probably be 
at meeting here tomorrow, as he is still 
connectéd with the organization in the in- 
direct way of winding up all the old busi- 
mess of the former organization, the South- 
ern Railway and Steamship Association. 

Major Stahlman was asked to remain with 
the association to aid in winding to a close 
all the business of the old association, and 
has done so. He has about finished up the 
work, and will not be connected with south- 
ern railway interests after January Ist. 

His friends say for him that he leaves 


behind one of the best organized traffic 


associations which ever existed in this coun- 
try, being operated under five separate 
heads—inspection, statistical, rate, arbitra- 
tion and executive—each department being 
up to the highest standard, made and Kept 
go at a comparatively small expenditure of 
money. 

Mr. Stahlman’s record is a remarkable 
and enviable one. It is a part of the his- 
‘tory of the association that he disposed of 
more complicated questions and rendered 
more rulings and decisions during his term 
of four years than was done by all of his 
predecessors during the existence of the 
association for the seventeen years preced- 
ing, and that of the numerous rulings and 
decisions thus made he was not overruled 
in a single case; the executive board, com- 
posed Of presidents and receivers repre- 
eenting twenty-four different lines and as 
many conflicting interests, having practi- 
cally in all cases sustained him by a unan- 
imous vote, and in the few cases where the 
votes were not unanimous and the subjects 
were appealed to arbitration, the board of 
arbitration confirmed his ruling. 

In what business Mr. Stahlman will en- 
gage after January ist is not known. He is 
in good circumstances, and it. is said may 
enter the contest in Tennessee for the 
United States senate, a position which it is 
stated was within his easy grasp some 
years ago, but which he refused to consider 
because of his friendship for another can- 
didate at the time. Those who know Mr. 
Stahiman best, however, believe he will ,re- 
enter the railway service in some prominent 
capacity. He is a born railroad man—one 
who does not merely work in grooves, but 
originates and creates methods to meet the 
varying conditions with which the railroad 
interests of the country are from time to 
time confronted. He is a man of fine per- 
sonal appearance, and possesses exceeding- 
ly impressive and agreeable manners. 


Everybody respects and likes him. 


Commissioner Haines, who has had charge 
of the new association since it was organ- 
ized, is one of the most prominent railroad 
men in the southern states. He has made 
geveral changes in the routine policy of the 
association, and with such splendid organ- 
ization the work is very successful. 

The association is in an exceedingly 
healthful condition, and rates are being well 
maintained throughout all tha southern 
country. 

There have been remarkably few quarrels 
among the railroads of the section since 
the new association was formed, and there 
is no prospect of a rate war unless some- 
thing turns up at this meeting of the ex- 
executive committee to break the long reign 
of peace and harmony.

Leading Negroes of the City Meet at 
the Exposition. 


BOARD PASSED RESOLUTIONS

Negro Day Has Been Definitely Fixed 
for December 26th, and Several 
Thousand Are Coming. 


4 —E™ 


Yesterday afternoon thirty-five leading 
colored citizens of Atlanta met by invi- 
tation with the board of directors at the 
exposition in the directors’ room and the 
matter of setting aside December 26th as 
Negro day was thoroughly discussed. The 
proposition met with favor and several of 
the colored men made strong speeches in 
favor of it. 

The matter was explained by Mr. H. M. 
Atkinson, of the directory, who stated 
that as the exposition had given a separate 
building to the negro exhibit and had thus 
given tnem recognition and an oppor- 
tunity which no other exposition had af- 
forded it was thought proper. to set apart 
a special day, to be called Negro day. 

Speeches were made by W. A. Pledger, 
a colored lawyer; Rev. A. A. Flipper, Wil- 
liam Finch and C. C. Wimbish. Talks 
were also made by General C. A. Evans, 
ex-Governor R. B. Buljock and Captain 
J. W. English, of the directory. <A very 
cordial feeling betWeen the white and col- 
ored leaders was manifested. 

I. Garland Penn, chief of the negro de- 
partment, made a ringing speech, in which 
he said that the liberal treatment of the 
exposition management in furnishing a 
separate building for the negro exhibit 
and the generous treatment which the 
negro had received here was deserving of 
the indorsement of the race, and he wished 
that indorsement to be given by at least 
2.000 people through their presence: on 
Negro day. 

W. A. Pledger said in his remarks that 
this exposition had done more for the 

gro than anything since his emancipa- 
tion. 

Mr. S. M. Inman, chairman of fhe finance 
committee, said that, including the cost 
of the building and a fair proportion of the 
general expenses, the expenditures for the 
negro department by the exposition had 
amounted to $50,Cv0. 

The following resolutions, moved by 
Bishop Gaines, were unanimously adopted: 

‘Whereas, The Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition, held in this city, has 
set apart the 2o.1n of December as the day 
vpom which the colored people at large are 


_urged to visit the exposition and see the 
- wonderful display of the resources of. the 


country, and of our race in particular; and 

‘‘Whereas, The said exposition has been 
liberal in the grants made and the op- 
portunities given our race to vindicate their 
a as progressive citizens; therefore, 

e it 

‘Resolved, That we heartily indorse the 
proposition for December 26th as a general 
race day and unite with the exposition 
company in tne request that all citizens, 
white and colored, be requested to give 
their colored servants a holiday on that 
—_ and aid them in attending the exposi- 

on. 

“Resolved, That we realize the good that 
the race exhibit has done in bringing self- 
respect to the race, confirming the hope 
of our friends, ereating new friends, and 
interest in 
their own future. We unhesitatingly af- 
firm and express our hope in the greatest 
possible good to come out of the exposition 
for our race and call upon our race every: 
where to take advantage of the liberal 
rates to see a magnificent exhibit of their 
acnievements and a prophecy of greater 
possibilities.’’ 

W. A. Pledger’s motion that a committee 
of seven be appointed to bring visitors into 
Atlanta for Negro day was also adopted. 

Upon resolution of Mr. Atkinson the 
whole matter of arranging the programme 
and conducting tne exercises for Negro day 
was referred to the colored citizens pres- 
ent. The directors then withdrew and 
left the colored men to organize subcom- 
mittees for each feature of the day. There 
will be Colored Educational day, Colored 
Commissioners’ day, Fred. Douglas day, 
Colored Farmers’ day, Colored Business 
Men’s day, Colored Mechanics’ day and 
Colored Barbers’ day.

By: a unanimous resolution the directors 
of the exposition were requested to make 
the rate for negroes on Negro day 25 cents. 
and to admit the negro soldiers free. 

The negro-ministers of the city were also 
requested to make the Negro day announce- 
ments from their pulpits next Sunday, 

A committee, consisting of H. H. Proctor, 
Father Green, W. E. Holmes and E. L. 
Cheed, was appointed to look after the 
matter of interesting the negro women in 
Negro day. 

The meeting adjourned to meet next 
Thursday afternoon, at 3 o’clock, in the 
auditorium of Bethel church, when the com- 
mittees appointed yesterday afternoon will 
make reports.
